According to the latest 


reports from Mukden the Japanese 
outposts are being driven in all along 
the line. The strategy of the forward 
movement will be concealed, as were 
the preparations for the advance, so 
that all surmises as to where General 
Kuropatkin intends to strike are mere 
guesswork. It is not clear whether 
General Kuropatkin contemplates a 
blow on the left, center or right of the 
Japanese army, but the fact that 
stress is laid upon the capture of Bent- 
siaputze, which opens the road and 
fords to Bensihu, 20 miles east of Liao 
Yang, where General Kuroki crossed, 
and that Cossacks are already report- 
ed in the neighborhood of the stream, 
might foreshadow an exact reversal of 
the battle of Liao Yang, this time the 
Russian commander 
flanking 
and 


turning Liao Yang with his left as 
Field Marshal Oyama did with his 
right.

ing the heavy task and severe sacri- 
fices that are involved in assuming the 
offensive, nevertheless express abso- 
lute confidence that General Kuropat- 
kin has found a weak point in the Jap- 
anese armor.

Jan Blockade Weakened. 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 11.—A dispatch 


from Russian headquarters at Mukden 
says the land blockade of Port Arthur 
has been weakened, that the Japanese 
at Liao Yang have been reinforced by 
15,000 men by way of Newchwang, and 
that they expect three additional di- 
visions in a few days.

The flatteners, 
however, are to receive an increase of 
15 per cent on all single strength glass 
and on all glass up to 16x24 inches in 
size. For glass in larger sizes the flat- 
teners are to receive an increase, of 
30 per cent. On double strength glass 
they will receive a 15 per cent ad- 
vance; 
on all "B" glass, including 


16x24, and on all "A" glass they will 
receive an increase of 40 per cent. 
The scale was Figned for one year and 
became effective Oct. 8.

At a rally of the Sound .Mc.ney Club 


at tbe \Vool Exchange in New York

speakers were General Horace Porter 
find Police Commissioner Theodore 
Roosevelt. Mr. Fic-osevelt had b'lt re- 
cently returned from a stumping tour 
of the \\est, in which he had devoted 
m.ich time to Illinois In tbe course of 
l.is speech at this Sound Voney Club 
meeting at tbe

"I shall confine my remarks to what 


General Porter has said about patriot- 
ism.

The Choicest Rug In the World Once 
Lay Upon the Floor of the Alhambra. 
and It Is at the World's Fair—Interior 
of a Damascus Palace of the Time of 
the Caliphs May Be Entered by Expo- 
sition Visitors—How a Famous Art 
Collector Secured Possession of His 
Greatest Treasure — All Eyes May 
Look on a $38,000 Silk Rug From the 
Marquand Collection—Curious Things 
of Great Value.

The palaces of the Alh.imltrn have 


tor so many generations beeu the 
:heme of poetry aud prose that oue 
can but pause with confused emotions 
before one of the greatest treasures of 
he world, a silk rug of rarest sheen 
:hat lay upon the floor of one of these 
tingly apartments when Moorish roy- 
alty dwelt in splendor there. 
More 


than one king's foot has pressed the 
pile of this precious reminder of Moor- 
sh glory before Andalusia was swept 
clean of her swarthy Moors. Apart 
from its association with rouiau.ee. his- 
:ory and regal luxury, the rug is a 
:bing that an emperor today misdit 
instly covet, for the art that made it 
is one of the lost secrets. The harmo- 
ny of color is worthy of an artist's de- 
votion. Among the shades is the royal 
purple of Abdurrahman 11.. the iloor- 
sh ruler most famed for his luxurious 
tastes, who encouraged industries that 
embraced 
such exquisite works as 


:his. I found this rug iu the greatest 
treasure house of the exposition, the 
Benguiat collection of ancient art, 
which stands near the Palace of For- 
estry, Fish and Game. 


H. Ehpraim Beuguiat comes of an 


illustrious Spanish family which traces 
its origin back as far as the eleventh 
century. He has beeu an art collector 
all bis life, and this is the first time 
that he has had so many of his treas- 
ures together in one place. A million 
dollars probably would not buy them. 
Associated with him Is his son, Mor- 
decai Benguiat, who is but little less 
enthusiastic in his search for rare 
works of every art. 


To sit within the walls of a Damas- 


cus palace and weave anew the ro- 
mances that were enacted within those 
selfsame walls in ancient days were 
revelry of mind indeed. 


What strange, deep panelings in those 


three great canopies! 
What echoes 


have reverberated in those shadows in 
the far past! What scenes have these 
lofty cnpped ceilings looked down upon 
in the long ago! How like canopies 
they are. too, with long draperies of 
rich wood carvings and raised painted 
designs hanging low at the corners! 


What curious old tiles, with Arabic 


inscriptions from the Koran, brillianl 
as the day they came clean from the 
glazing oven a thousand years ago! 
One of the tiles will be pointed out to 
you as containing a reference to the 
Christ. Here is a translation of the in- 
scription: 


By the oelievers came tidings of vic- 
tory sent them by God. O believers, be 
the followers of God! Remember that 
when the Son of Mary asked his disciples 
"Who 
will follow me to God?" they an- 


swered, "We are the followers ot God." 
c 


At the far end is a carved wood hit 


tice of large mesh. 
We come closer 


Beyond the lattice is the family manso 
leum. a place without a doer. It is 
forbidden that the living shall go iu 
and surely the dead 'hath no need of 
doors. We may look through to ac 
quaint ourselves with the customs o 
ten centuries ago in Syria, for this 
was a palace of'the caliphs. The liv 
ing then did not part from their loved 
ones when death came between them 
but kept them ever close, to be though 
of and cherished, lending a sweetness 
to the sorrow of those bereft. 
The 


little roohi has pleasant furnishings 
things that -were loved, perhaps, bj 
those now gone. 
In the center is 


catafalque covered with a choice rug 
but only the eyes may enter, excep 
by some secret passage, perhaps, 
keep the room fresh and beautiful. 


"How caine you by these rarest o 


treasures?" I asked the elder Ben 
guiat, as I sat looking into the mosai 
fountain which had reflected the smile 
of Syrian women 600 years before. 


"It is a curious story, for this palao 


room is a great treasure even in Da 
mascus. As .you may know, I inherit 
ed from my father a love of art objects 
and my whole life has been spent ii 
their collection. I came in contac 
from boyhood with people who appre 
ciated rare and beautiful things an 
was commissioned many years ago t 
plan certain rooms in the palace a 
Gibraltar for the Duke of Connaught 
These rooms were a success, and th 
dnke and all his family, as well as th 
present King Edward, were very fon 
of them. This success gave me a cer 
tain prestige, and I came to be con 
suited by -wealthy collectors. 
I ha 


become acquainted with this ver 
palace room, which stood with other 
among some ancient ruins in the Ma 
dan, in Damascus, much admired b 
those who visited the city as well a 
by the people of Damascus. 


"Frederick Leighton, afterward Sir 


Frederick, was an art lover and a 
close friend of mine, and he asked me 
one day if I had lately found anything 
of special interest. Of course I told 
him of the Damascus palace. His in- 
terest was at once kindled to enthusi- 
asm, and he said to me, 'Bengniat, go 
get that for me.' 
" 'How much shall I pay?' I asked. 
'• -He said. 'I will sign a check, you 


fill it out. and I'll give you £1,000 be- 
sides for your trouble.' 


"I protested that it was not business- 


like, but he insisted, so I went to Da- 
mascus. It took :i lout; lime to get 


acquainted with the people who 


ontrollea'ttie' ruins, and when I clld 1 
omid that the palaf1 could not be oh- 
aiued for love or nio.ioy. i save up 
my enterprise most relu.-iantly. That 
was over thirty years :ip>. in 1 •>":). A 


umber of years later Sir Fiv.lerick 
-eiKhton died, and ray brothers and I 
ought many of Ilis art reasuros. 


When the world's n.ir at Chicago 


pened 1 was there w'th more than 
jOO valuable rugs on display in the 
'urkish section. One day when look- 
ag about the ground* with my son 
ay eyes fell upon the *isn. 'Damascus 
•alace.' Was it not strange? Do you 
wonder that I of all others was most

Two hundred years ago when the 


Christians of Crete were persecuted 
they fled to the mountains, and there 
the women wove their rugs in imita- 
tion of cathedral windows, duplicating 
the colors of the glass as nearly as 
they could in wool aud silk. These 
rugs were hung upon ropes stretched 
from tree-to tree to remind them of 
the sacred interiors of their cathedrals, 
and there they worshiped. Here are 
some of the rugs of that period with 
the cathedral window patterns. They 
are hung by Mr. Benguiat just as they 
were hung two centuries ago by the 
Cretan women to resemble a church 
interior. Above them are paintings, 
also from ancient churches, represent- 
ing Pharaoh's daughter and the in- 
fant Moses, Joseph and his brethren, 
Moses smiting the rock for water and 
others. 


The queen's jubilee gifts are tinsel 


in comparison with "ome of the works 
in the Beuguiat collection. Here is a 
silk rug bought front-the collection of 
Henry G. MarquamUfor $38.000. Here 
is another silk ms, 17 by 25 feet, con- 
taining SCO stitches to the square inch 
that took the working hours of eleven 
persons for twenty-eight years. It is 
of priceless value. Here is a Chinese 
bed of carved teak wood finer thai 
anything in the Chinese government 
exhibit. Here is an altar frontal of 
great age from an old cathedral of Ita- 
ly embroidered in thread of chemicalh 
pure gold worth several hundred do! 
lars per ounce. But its true value lie; 
in the art that made it. Here is a mag 
nificent carriage usi-d by a Portuguese 
king 400 years ago. It is red and gold

IS DESTROYED. 


Firemen Worked Four Hours in Sub- 


au-'ng the Flames—A Landmark 


of Newark Wiped Out. 


At S'30 o'clock Monday night fire 


was didcoveied in. the big three-story 
frame building, situated on the canal
